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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are not persuasive to over 
come the 1 12 rejections because Applicants' argument that, the formation of the second groove in the semiconductor substrate is 
inherently disclosed between the step of forming the structures disclosed in figures 3D to 4C is directly contrary to the description in pages 
12-14 of Applicants' specification and also contrary to thedrawing figures 3D to 4C of Applicants' specifcation which show second groove 
not in the substrate but above it. . Applicants' argument that the 103 (a) statue is not repeated in the O/A is also not persuasive because 
the same statute was stated in the O/A mailed on 12/14/01 and it is not necessary to repeat the statute in every action. .Applicants' piece 
meal attacks on the applied Shin and Kirvokapic references in pages 5-8 of their response is not persuasive because as previously stated 
Kirvokapic in figs. 8-10 describes at least forming an insulator film on an impurity diffusion region ( layer 200 over impurity diffusion region 
at least 230) and thereafter removing a second film ( portion of 200 under under 215 removed at least in figure 11) . It is noted that the 
Applicants' disclosure as originally filed only supports the formation of the both films on top of the substrate and also the second groove as 
formed on the substrate and not in the substrate . Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 22-33 are a repetition of their previous 
arguments and therefore not persuasive. Therefore all pending claims 14-33 are not allowable. 
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
